The restora- 
tion of the liberties of the Jews | 
cannot be accomplished without | 
the restoration of the liberties of 
all people who are now trampled 
under the heel of Hitler. 

The Jews, he pointed out, 
though not alone in their misfor- 
tune, should be in the forefront of 
the opposition to the forces of 
Naziism. 

The Jews of this country, he be- 
lieves, should give freely to the 
aid of Britain. They should give 
openly and frankly, letting the 
world know they are helping the | 
land that is standing between them | | 
and the forces that have swamped | 
their brothers in Europe. They | 
should give “more than money. 
Their young men, he balteres: | 
should volunteer to fight, enlisting 
through Canada if need be. They 
should let their willingness to 
fight be known so that there can 
be no charge that they, whose race | 
has suffered most and will con- 
tinue to suffer most so long as 
the Nazis rule, are not giving full 
measure of opposition to the ene- 
mies of liberty. 

When Britain calls for doctors, 
the Jewish doctors of this country, 
particularly the refugees fron: for- | 
eign lands who have come here 
seeking *safety, should be the first 
to volunteer. 

And, above all, he believes, the | 
Jew should be the first to speak | 
in warning when in this country 
he sees the first dim beginnings 
of intolerance and lack of under- 
standing which is the symptom | 
and the symbol of democracy 
crumbling at the base.

The United States, by enactment of the 
lease-lend bill,- by allocation of seven and a 
half billion dollars to finance aid to Britain 
under provisions of this bill, by its entire for- 
eign policy and by the repeated public utter- 
ances of its government leaders, has placed 
itself definitely and irrevocably among the 
foes of Hitler and his Nazi Germany. 

Lacking only actual participation in the 
fighting, this country is as much at war against 
the Axis powers as it is possible to be. It is 
only because of the fortuitous geographic lo- 
eation of America that it is filling the role of 
supplier instead of user of the implements of 
war it is creating. As the “arsenal of democ- 
racy” it is playing a part perhaps most im- 
portant of all in the struggle against totali- 
tarian force. 

It is imperative that a democracy, in time 
of war as in time of peace, retain as fully as 
possible the system of free and open discus- 
sion on all questions, and free and democratic 
decision. Yet, while we are to all intents and 
purposes at war, it may logically be argued 
that such a question as the convoy issue is one 
about which congress might look to advice 
trom our own military and naval experts rather 
than to laymen in or outside its membership. 

We are committed to all-out effort. We must, 
whatever befalls, make sure the defeat of Hit- 
ler and all for which he stands. That is an 
accepted fact. Therefore, should not a united 
nation merely provide the means to achieve 
this end and leave all recommendation on the 
method to men best qualified judge? 

We charge these officers of the armed forces 
with the responsibility of seeing that our 
wishes are carried out in the quickest and most 
effective manner. Is it, therefore, fair to them 
to delay their program by too prolonged and 
disruptive debate in all the publicity of con- 
gress? 

It would seem that this is a time when the 
congress could do no better than briefly hear 


from competent naval and military leaders 


whether or not they think convo;’s at this time 
advisable. Then, promptly, to act. 

For, if ever there was a time in American 
history when the united nation should stand, 
unflinchingly, behind its appointed leaders, 
this is it. 

Incidentally, congress might take a tip from 
the people. As Congressman Carl Vinson dis- 
covered on a recent trip to his home district, 
the people have been ahead of congress on the 
world situation ever since 1939. The people 


realize the urgency of the crisis and know that 


the safety of their country, their homes and 
their way of life depends on the defeat of 
Hitler. If congress hasn’t yet realized this, it 
might be beneficial to arrange a brief recess 
while members can pay a visit “back home” 
and catch up with the people.

Industrial Health 


There is now in session in Pittsburgh a gath- 
ering which in all probability will have a large 
part in determining the effectiveness of the 
United States defense and war effort. The 


American Association of Industrial Physicians © 


and Surgeons is holding its 26th annual meet- 
ing and the second annual meeting of the 
American Industrial Hygiene Association is 
being held in conjunction. Industrial health 
specialists from all parts of North and South 
America are in attendance. 


The maintenance of good health among 
workers in industry has much to do with the 
output of any particular plant. The trained 
workman who, because of sickenss, is absent 
from his work causes an unpluggable gap in the 
stream of production. ‘ 

This is of particular importance in the de- 
fense and war industries, where the lives and 
safety of many others, even the outcome of 
the world struggle, depends on the speed and 
efficiency with which the factories do their 
jobs. The worker is, in modern war, of equal 
importance as the soldier and it is equally 
vital that both be kept in the best of health 
and bodily vigor. 

Particular attention is being paid, at the 
Pittsburgh meeting, to the general subject of 
occupational diseases as they affect the work- 
ers in defense industry. Discovery of an ef- 
fective preventive, whether through medical 
science or by scientific engineering, against one 
such disease may be more valuable in the 
field of war than the creation -of an entire 
division or the building of a new warship. 

The time is at hand when the nation will 
need every possible man-hour of work in the 
war industries. If the industrial health experts 
can increase those man-hours they will have 
performed invaluable service for their country.

Going To Work 

Unemployment in the United States during 
March, according to the estimates of the con- 
ference board, dropped 12.6 per cent, reducing 
the number of jobless to 6,142,000. Unemploy- 
ment for the entire nation was three million 
less than the estimate for March a year ago 
and was smaller than in any March since 1930. 

That employment is almost as high as in 
September, 1929, which represents the peak, is 
likewise significant. For it means that normal 
increase in employables, added to the unes- 
capable residue of those who cannot or will 
not work, accounts almost entirely for the job- 
less of today. In other words, approximately 
as many people are working now as in Sep- 
tember, 1929, the unemployed representing 
merely an increase in available workers. 

It is likewise interesting to note that the 
gain in employed persons is attributable to the 
demands of industry, to gains in construction, 
in trade, distribution and finance, in trans- 
portation, public utilities and mining. | 

All these clearly indicate that the accelera- 
tion of the defense program is being felt in all

ing need for workers in all these, and other, 
lines.

The entire Atlantic coast will be 
in his hands. Besides the raw materials of Africa, he will dispose 
of the resources and can organize the industry of Norway, Sweden, 
Denmark, Holland, Belgium, France, the nations of eastern Europe 
and the British Isles. Their ports, their armament factories, their 
shipbuilding yards will all be his. “On this head, numerous statistics 
have been collected. One of the memoranda, for example, treats at 
length the probable ratio of shipbuilding strength between this 
country and a victorious Germany. The statistics may be summed 
up in the statement that in any race of military or naval prepara- 
tion, we shall be outclassed from the start. 

Furthermore, few informed men here still hope the common 
hope of the isolationists, that the Nazi system will not be able to 
digest such vast conquests. They remember how the millions of 
the French army, crouching in their powerful fortifications, were 
overwhelmed by twelve Panzer divisions and a few thousand planes. 
They have seen the reports of German success in administering 
nations conquered already, such as France, even though the still- 
burning light of hope makes the subject peoples rebellious. They 
foresee that in the new age of mechanized warfare, any number of 
civilian malcontents can be defeated by a few armed men, just as 
in the dark ages the innumerable unarmed serfs were powerless 
against their armored masters. 

Finally, they foresee also that-in the event of German victory, 
what remains of Britain’s strength will be turned against this coun- 
try. For peace will not be made, if it is made, by the government 
of Winston Churchill. It will be made by British Quislings, who 
will do their best to serve their patrons. And the British Quislings 
will not have to deal with an obstinate people, hoping for a turn in 
the war, as Pierre Laval had to. They will have to deal with a 
people without hope, bitterly disappointed in their expectations 
from this country.

MOTHER’S DAY We have come a long way with Mother’s 

Day since May, 1907, when Anna Jarvis, 
spinster, mourning her mother’s death, persuaded her minister to 
hold a special service honoring all mothers everywhere. 


It is a good day. And a good idea. You may cry commercialism 
all you will. But the facts are, we live in so fast a world and we 
travel, most of us, at so swift a pace, that it is good to have a 
special day to pull one up short and cause one to say, “This is 
Mother’s Day. I must see that my mother has a gift or flowers, 
or both. And a telephone call or, best of all, a visit from me.” 


If that be commercialism, then it is worth while. It matters 
only that one’s self go along with the gift, actually or spiritually. 
As I recall, the Book itself did not decry the commercial aspect 
of giving gifts. It had but one comment. It said, “The gift without 
the giver is bare.” 

In my getting around, I have seen a lot of mothers. Most of 
them are very fine persons. But enough of them are not real, 
which makes one who possesses a real mother extremely proud and 
happy about it. The mother instinct is not constant, nor is it in- 
evitable; But, when it isn’t, it serves merely to emphasize the fact 
that most mothers are real; most of them are devoted, constant, 
and see nothing in their children but the best. 


The real mothers get a very poor dividend on their investment 
in having children and bringing them up. The fact they never 
seem to notice this, but regard a son or daughter, who is not a 
proved rascal or worthless vagrant, as pearls without price, and 
think of the rascals and vagrants as misunderstood and misjudged 
unfortunates, is not to be explained. 

So, I think it is swell to have a “Mother’s Day.” And if the 
stores and the florists sell their shelves bare—why, that’s swell, too, 
I always am a little suspicious of those who go about decrying 
“commercialism.” They offer, they say, verbal promises and offer 
the record of their lives and gifts every day of every week to prove 
their devotion. Well, even so, I am suspicious of them. Methinks 
they do protest too much. 


ABOUT MOTHERS I find myself wishing, however, that some 
of the sentiment of Sunday, Mother’s Day, 


could be translated into interest in the whole problem of mothers, 


Mothers become mothers by having children, and that change 
from womanhood to motherhood is accompanied by too much peril. 
Especially in Georgia. 

The United States Bureau of the Census shows that for 1939, 
the last year for which complete statistics are available, there were 
40 mothers who died for each 10,000 live births. 


That is bad enough. | 

But in Georgia 53 mothers died in 1940 per 10,000 live births, 
13 above the national average. 

In the United States the average was 48 infant; deaths for each 
1,000 live births. 

In Georgia the average was 57.8, almost 10 above the national 
average. 

These are the lowest records we’ve had. They are the lowest 
records the United States has had. 

But, despite this encouraging report, the fact remains that in 
Georgia hundreds of mothers die and the national death rate runs 
into the thousands. 

In the United States, 9,151 mothers died in 1929 from condi- 
tions due to pregnancy and childbirth. Principal causes were in- 
fection, toxemias, hemorrhages, trauma (injury), and shock. In- 
fection was responsible for 42 per cent of the deaths, almost half of 
them. The number of infant deaths in this country in 1929 w 
108,846. : 

Slightly more than half of them occur in rural areas. 


GEORGIA’S DAYS FOR MOTHERS 
: is a tragic one. There 


just isn’t enough medical care available. And} even more tragic, 
there is too much lethargy and too much ignorance to permit full 
use of what medical service there is available. 
counties in Georgia which have a health service, there are hundreds 
of expectant mothers who do not know of it; who cannot be moved 
to take advantage of it. 

Educational campaigns, health departments in all counties or at 
least departments for groups of counties, would be the ideal setup. 

As it is we have not even enough midwives. The midwife may 
be thought to be a relic of bygone and pioneer days. But, alas, she 
is not. The facts are, without the midwife Géorgia’s record would 
be even worse. Considerable progress has been made in training 
them and the results are improved. The government has done this. 

From the rural sections, and to a lesser degree from the cities, 
expectant mothers come to hospitals or doctors with a toxemia or 
with a sepsis condition too far advanced to permit successful treat- 
ment. The mother or the child, or both, die. 

We need so much in Georgia. But, it seems to me if we could 
once become terribly interested in the health of the state; in ma- 
ternal and prenatal care, we could be able to make tremendous 
progress with what we have. We need more money for it, more 
doctors, more county units. 4 

At any rate—by all means participate in Mother’s Day. And 
then, on Monday, start thinking it over. Interest yourself in the 
affairs of your state and in its problems. Affiliate with some group 
which is at work on some of these problems. Support the Women’s 
League of Voters; the Citizens Fact Finding Group. Register and 
become a voter. There’s room for you.

You can save the minerals and 
vitamins in all vegetables by cooke- 
ing no longer and in no more wae 
ter than absolutely necessary. The 
cooking water or juices should be 
utilized. Never use soda in cook- 
ing vegetables. 

Each member of the family 
needs a daily serving of orange, 
grapefruit, tomato, or some other 
rich source of Vitamin C. 

How much milk does each mem- 
ber of your family actually con- 
sume each day? The growing child 
needs from three-fourths quart to 
a whole quart, the expectant and 
nursing mother one quart, and 
each adult one pint or more. If 
you must hew to a budget, you 
will be interested to know that 
one pint of undiluted evaporated 
_milk, or one-fourth pound of dry 

milk, is approximately the nutri- 
| tional equivalent of one quart of 
| whole milk,

|needs one egg daily and should 
| have at least three or four eggs 
per week. The eggs used in mak- 
ing custards, sauces and baking 
may be counted.
